tally incapacitated for employ- 
nical, to counties and cities as 


the responsibility of the local cit- 
izens, 

Approximately 14,000 of those 
enrolled for relief are unemploy- 
ables, Mr. Holt said, The trans- 
fer, however, will not be by sum- 
mary or sweeping action, but by 
a “selective process,” 

The slashing of the relief load, 
he said, also will result in a cur- 
tailment of administrative forces 
and for this purpose Miss Char- 
lotte Leeper and Miss Ann Bots- 
ford have been assigned to collab- 
orate with relief directors with a 
view of increasing the efficiency 
of the relief administration and 
decreasing the cost of administra- 
tion, 

“We are giving to people on re- 
lief,’ Director Holt said, “every 
incentive to seek employment and 
make other arrangements and we 
have notified relief directors in all 
counties that the development of 
resources for families in their 
charge will be a test of fitness for 
their positions,” 

The month of October, Mr. Holt 
pointed out, is the best time to re- 
classify farm families, since some 
employment in cotton picking and 
other harvesting is available and 


since future plans can best be 
made for farming during this 
month, Some farmers are plant- 


ing Winter cover crops, he said, 
to reduce fertilizer cost next year. 

Mr. Holt emphasized also that 
the relief rolls to be purged to see 
that whatever relief is available 
goes to those in greatest need of 
relief, 

In the new rehabilitation pro- 
gram farm farmilies considered 
worthy of the effort will be placed 


on a “subsistence loan basis,” he} 
‘stration has been 


said. In other words, they will be 
loaned enough to provide for their 
subsistence by the Rehabilitation 
Corporation. 

Farm familes, incidentally, were 
defined as families whose princi- 
pal source of income was from the 
farm at the time they applied for 
relief. . 

The farm families have been di- 
vided into two groups. 

Group 1 consists of those con- 
sidered capable of managing capi- 
tal advances. This group will be 
drawn largely from former land 
owners und managing tenants 
whose status has been changed by 
the depression. 

Group 2. This group will con- 
sist of those farm groups who have 
shown a lack of aptitude or abil- 
ity for managing a farm. This 
group will be made up largely of 
the day laborer type and those de- 
pendent on seasonal employment. 
The change in the status of this 
group has merely been a reduction 
in the amount of employment. 

Approximately 14,000 of the 23,- 
846 farm families, it was said, fall 
into group two. 

Arrangements will be made to 
establish these groups on group 
farms or in camps where they will 
be fed and will receive, in return 
for their work, a part of the pro- 
duce grown, 

R. K. Greene, director of the 
Rural Rehabilitation, yesterday 
mailed to relief and work directors 
in all counties a form for the en- 
rollment of families in the group 
two classification. 

In this agreement the signor 
pledges himself as follows: 

“The applicant distinctly under. 
stands that the terms on which 
this subsistence budget will be 
furnished are conditional upon his 
carrying out instructions of the 
supervisor, who will undertake to 
direct him in the growing of a 
subsistence crop for the use of his 
family and for the repayment of 
food advanced on this budget.

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TWO HELD FOR BRIBERY 
PLOT IN SCOTTSBORO CASE 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala,, Oct, 1, 
Alabama authorities tonight took 
steps to bring into their custody 
two men held at Nashville, Tenn., 
on charges of attempting to bribe 
Victoria Price, the State's 
principal witness in the “Scotts- 
boro case,” to change her testl- 
mony. 

Armed with information gained 
from J. W. Pearson of Birming- 
ham, who was arrested on a simi- 
lar charge Saturday, Sheriff Ben 
Giles late this afternoon left for 
Montgomery to obtain a requisi- 
tion for the two men held in 
Nashville. 

The men in Nashville identified 
themselves to Tennessee police as 
Daniel Swift, who described him- 
self as a New York attorney, and 
Sol Kone, also of New York, taken 
into custody there yesterday on in- 
structions of Chief of Police H. C, 
Blakemore,

Corn gathering time is about on 
us and I am watching several of 
cur neighbors as I'm anxious to 
know what they are going to do 
with their corn. Every farmer in 
our neighborhood has a good corn 
crop. . Some of them have made 
more corn than they ever made 
before and will have to sell it or 
build new barns to store it in. 
Corn is fine to have on the farm 
but IT never did place the value on 
corn that most farmers do. I do 
not want corn to feed my hogs 
cn, as beans are much better, T 
never feed much corn until after 
frost, as we use potato vines, sor- 
ghum, peas and the like, which 
keens our mules fat as mud. When 
we do begin using corn we do not 
use very much, as we have a lot 
of roughage which enables us to 
Save our corn. We need quite a 
lot of corn, all right, but most of 
us use entirely too much dry corn. 
We have a mighty good plan about 
our corn, and that is we haul it 
in as soon as we can and then 
nail up the crib door so no one can 


use the corn. We have already 
gathered our corn and the erib 
door is nailed hard and fast.

It is unfair for some of us 
to destroy the price of our neigh- 
bors’ corn by selling ours for a 
price less than the cost of produc-

It has always been my plan to 
leave my corn in the field until 
cold weather, but this time we 
have gathered early. We did this 
for the benefit of our neighbors 
who want to turn their stock out 
early. Most of our land is fenced 
and we could do just as well by 
turninng out in December, but our 
neighbors have been less fortunate 
and we are trying to work to their 
advantage. I hope every farmer 
will gather early and then agree 
for livestock to be turned out be- 
fore frost kills the grass.

tion as the railroads have done, I 
believe that it will bring the ap- 
| plication of the law of valuation 
applied to your property. To do 
this you should be represented by 
|an agent which the law permits 
| you to have, the same as the state. 
'/In making appointment of your 
|agent to look after this for you it 
is necessary that it be done in 
form. I would suggest that your 
prayer and appointment of agent 
undersigned citizens and taxpay- 
be worded as follows: To the 
constituted tax authorities, we the 
}ers, do protest and pray to the 
|Board of Review and state tax 
commission and to the courts that 
;the property values are too high 
and unjust as heretofore assessed 
{and excessive as to valuation ac- 
cording to law and justice and we 
lask that your Honors reduce the 
values to 60 per cent of its value 
according to law. The following 
}appointment of your agent and 
your prayer to the tax authorities 
|should be made together: 

We the undersigned citizens do 
appoint Mr. as our agent 
in all matters of taxation as per- 
| taining to to the reduction of our 
|taxes, such as filing protests and 
appeals and representing us with 
the Board of Review and the state 
tax commission and all other mat- 
ters pertaining to our interest as 
a matter of justice in the reduc- 
tion of tax values. Signed tax- 
payers.

ALABAMA SHOULD 

| GROW MORE WHEAT 
| AUBURN, Ala, — Interest in 
wheat is increasing in Alabama, 
with indications that the old bind- 
ers and thrashers will stage a 
“comeback” in the state, This is 
reported by J, C. Lowery, exten- 
sion agronomist of Auburn, who 
{says farmers should plant more 
wheat for home use and for poul- 
try feed. ‘This is especially true 
in North Alabama,” he said, 

Mr, Lowery advises the planting 
of four to six pecks of the Ala- 
bama bluestem variety per acre 
during’ October or about the time 
for sowing fall oats. He said that 
if a farmer did not find time to 
plant wheat during oat sowing 
time that it will stand a little later 
planting. He also said that farm- 
ers will profit by using 200 to 300 
pounds per acre of superphosphate, 
or an equivalent in basic slag. In 
the spring the wheat should be

SCREW FLY — The dreaded | was given the press by the State 


screw fly has made its appearance 
in the vicinity of Elba. Drayden 
Smith was exhibiting one of the 
screw worms, hatched from eggs 
laid by the fly, last Saturday. Mr. 
Smith reports that a frésh cow 
belong to Mrs. J. J. Farris, Sr., 
jumped over a barbed wire fence, 
cutting one of her teats. The in- 
jured teat was noticed a day or 
two later to be badly swollen. 
Upon examination the wound was 
found to be full of the dreaded 
screw worms, A veterinarian was 
called and the worms were killed 
by applying a chloroform-soaked 
piece of cotton to the infested 
teat. In about ten minutes the 
worms were dead and they were 
then picked out and the sore filled 
with pine tar oil, Treated in this 
manner, the cow has about recoy- 
ered. However, had prompt ac- 
tion not been taken to get rid of 
the screw worms, the cow would 
probably have been ruined and 
likely have died. Thousands of 
cattle, mules, horses, hogs and 
sheep died from ravages of the 
worms in North Florida and South 
Georgia last Summer and Fall. 
Marvin Jernigan, living north of 
town, reports finding screw worms 
in one of his cattle and a hog and 
Sam Boswell says one of hig steers 
was found to be infested, so there 
is no question about the fly being 
here, so it behooves all owners 
of stock to be on the lookout and 
protect their stock before the fly 
becomes too prevalent. 

Although the fly and worm 
works fast, if discovered in time 
a simple remedy is said to be ef- 
fective. In another column of The 
Clipper will be found a government 
bulletin with full information con- 
cerning the appearance, habits and 
ways to combat the fly and worm. 
Be sure to read it and act accord- 
ingly. It is reported that govern- 
ment experts are in the field in 
parts of the Southern States where 
the screw fly has been reported.

Rural relief is a thing: of 
the past in the State of Alabama, 
A new program is being inaugu- 
vated through which needy farm 
families will receive help through 
the Rural Rehabilitation Corpora- 
tion, a branch of the A. R. A., to 
become self-sustaining, This will 
not be relief, however, Money will 
be loaned in the form of capital 
g00ds to those who are accepted 
into the scheme, and the debt will 
be repaid in farm products, A con- 
tract must be signed which will 
keep the title of all goods advanc- 
ed in the Rural Rehabilitation un- 
til the debt is paid. Complete de- 
tails are lacking at this time, but 
it appears that the Rural Reha- 
bilitation is going into the business 
of furnishing farm families who 
are not able to make arrangements 
of a private nature. Every en- 
couragement will be given to farm- 
ers to make their own plans. The 
Rehabilitation program will not be 
attractive enough to compete with 
private farming. 

Relief will be continued in urban 
territory, but on a much reduced 
scale. No one with any regular 
source of income will be eligible. 
A man who has a regular job, even 
though it be but for one day a 
week, cannot be considered for re- 
lief.
